It Is declared that tho policy of the 
president has for Its foundation lh" 
breaking up of the Cientlilco, or landed 
party, the splitting up of Ihe great es- 
tates and their disposition so that the 
peons may obtain them. 


Francisco Villa, an Idealist," fighting 


for the Mexican peon, is ready to turn 
against Cirranza, his chief, If the lat 
ler does not deal fairly with the peon, 
according to Professor Frederick Mon 
Ber., author, explorer and fellow of the 
Royal Geographical society, who re 
turned from Mexico after p.n absence 
of several years. 
Professor Monsen, 


\vho has studied ethnology In all parts

'President Wilson ha;; hit on tho ex- 


act solution of tho Mexican problem— 
the land question, lie is acting wisely 
in not intervening in Mexico, for the 
people would rise as one man against 
the United States, 
13in if the United 


States establishes a protectorate over 
Mexico with a view to giving the land 
back to the peons the people of the 
north would welcome the idea.' 


Frederick J. llEisker describes the 


poor peon thus: 


"Wrapped in ignorance so profound 
is to preclude all desire for knowledge, 
satisfied with a lot which makes him 
almost a brother; io (he ox, content 
with an existence/ which enables him 
to eko out only n bare living, the lot 
of the Mexican peon Is not a pleasant 
one viewed from an American .stand- 
point. 
Kducailon he might have if ho 


desired it, actual freedom ho might 


possess if he knew how to gain It, but 
to a largo degree he has neither. Born 
without virtue, possessed of a defective 
mentality, he is a bundle of inconsis- 
tency, lie is untrustworthy to n de- 
gree, yet no honest man accused of o, 
crime was ever more mortally grieved 
nnd affronted than he. 
Well paid, he 


immediately throws up his position. 
Dress him well and he becomes a 
cabaMcro—a Mexican gentleman who 
would feel disgraced were he found at 


honest toil. 
Give him money enough 


to get a sliver spangled sombrero and 
he1 returns your good Intentions by 
throwing up his job on the spot 
Love Affair Brings Debt. 


"The average Mexican peon usually 


gets Into debt shortly after he falls 
in love, and from that time on lie is 
reduced to a state of servitude which 
enables the lender to command his 
services practically as long as he de- 
sires. 
In his country the ceremonies 


Incident to the kind of marriage the 
peon heart craves coat anywhere from 
10 to 50 pesos. Usually tho prospec- 
tive benedict goes to his employer and 
asks for a loan of that amount. This 
loan Is seldom repaid in. full, for with 
a family to support and wages that per- 
mit of a hare existence there is littlo 
to ho laid aside for the satisfaction of 
back debts or for future rainy days. 
So long as the peon stays In the debt 
of his, employer just so long that em- 


|plo>er !s permitted, under the policy 
of tho Mexican g-overnment, to keep 
him at work. Sometimes tho peon will 
conclude that ho is 111 used by his em- 
ployer and fcoes out and finds another 
master, who Is willing to pay off the 
old obligations and assume tha loan 
himself.

phrase a foreigner learns In Mexico is 
'perdoneme por DIos1—pardon me in 
the name of God—for wherever he goes 
he Is confronted with the lame, the 
halt, tho blind and more especially the 
good for nothing, with an appeal for 
'un centavo, senor.' Many of them in- 
voke tho blessing of God and the saints 
upon the person of whom they beg, and 
the foreigner In Mexico has denomi- 
nated that class: tho 'for God sakers.' 
Dozens of poor, bedraggled boys and 
girls are to be found on tho streets of 
every town and. city and at every rail- 
road station In tho republic, each of 
them usually carrying a baby wrapped 
In a rebosa. They accost the stranger 
with appeals for a centavo. When they 
get (t, It usually goes to some pulquo 
sodden peon, who uses It to replenish 
his supply of the favorite beverage. 
Wearing Apparel Cheap, 


"Tho dress of the pcon-and bis fam- 


ily Is usually of the cheapest kind, cot- 
ton being the favorite material. Tho 
men wear a cotton shirt and trousers 
and] a straw sombrero. As a wrap they 
wear tho scrape, which serves as 
clothing by day and bedding1 by night. 
The women wear very simple clothing 
and wrap their head and shoulders in 
tho rebosa. which is a sort of shawl. 
They have a. unique way of wrapping 
their babies on their back with tho 
rebosa, nnrt ono often sees a peon wo- 
man carrying a baby on her tack, a 
basket on her head and a bundle in 
each hand.

Scientists lon& ago accorded to Pro- 


fessor Langley the full measure of 
credit due him. The Wright brothers, 
who made a practical success whero 
he had seemed to fail, have acknowl- 
edged the debt they owe to this unas 
suming man who drew his inspiration 
from tho clouds and gave to man, the 
eagle's secret- He had worked out for 
them, the problems in aerodynamics. 


But In the mind of the public Lang- 


ley was a failure, and Langley's aero- 
plane, tried and wrecked at tidewa- 
ter, Va., on Oct. 7, 1903, la "Langluy's 
folly" now, as It was then, when the 
secretary of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion returned north, stung by unjust 
and unthinkable criticisms, .but un- 
daunted and confident he was on tho 
"right track" determined to go ahead, 
a determination that was thwarted by 
his untimely death In 1906, 


Dr. Langley undertook the construe^ 


tlon of the first heavier trmn air model 
machine In 1S92. Ho felt that It would 
bo Impossible to conduct further In- 
vestigation 
regarding 
flight without 


studying flight itself. The first model 
aeroplane, or "aerodrome," as ho called 
it, was completed after four years of 
experimentation. 
It was a steam 


driven machine with two sets of mono- 
plane wings arranged In tandem and 
a tiny stearn plant which weighed only 
seven pounds complete and yet devel- 
oped without difficulty one and one- 
quarter horsepower. 


Tho first successful flight was mado 


on May 6, 1896, at Quantico, on the Po- 
tomac river, by this tandem 
typo 


plane, which had a wing spread of 
thirteen feet and a total weight of thir- 
ty pounds. 
Tho flight occupied ono 


minute and twenty seconds, in which 
tlmo tho little machine covered a dis- 
tance o£ 3,000 feet. It was Immediately 
started again and made n, flight of 
2,300 feet. Those were the first flights 
of a machine heavier than air, propell- 
ed by Its own power, made In the his- 
,ory of the world. 
Subsequent flights 


)f this machine and others, with both 
iteam and gasoltno power, proved tholr 
ifnclency, and also demonstrated tho 
lorrectncss of Mr. Lnngley's theory of 
ho practicability of flight. 
Early In 1S9S the government hecamo 


nterested In tlio possibility of employ- 
ng- largo fiyins machines'In time of 
rar and requested Dr. Langlcy to 
ulld a man carrying machine.

cian at Southfiea before he became the 
writer whose reputation, became In a 
very few ycara worldwide. 


Strangely enough, "Sherlock Holmes1' 


was not tho first book which attracted 
attention, but "The Return of Mlcah 
Clark." 
"Sherlock Holmes" had pre- 


ceded It In 1891, but It wos not until 
his later work 
becanio fairly 
well 


known that his most popular book 
came Into Its own. Since then he has 
written, as ho talks, steadily and 
evenly. 
But It must not bo imagfned 


that he writes only detective stories. 
Ho has published two hooks on tha 
Boer war; he Is the author of numer- 
ous contributions to magazines on 
subjects of current Interest, and ono- 
of his dlscussidns of the problem of 
war has been translated Into twclv« 
Inngues and 100,000 copies of It distrib- 
uted gratuitously. 


Sir Arthur comes of a distinguished
